THE YEAR IN HISTORY 


The 334th June Day Anniversary Proceedings were held on 
the first Monday in June 1972. A detailed account of the day’s 
proceedings has been chronicled in the 334th edition of the 
Company’s Annual Records. The following narration provides 
a brief overview of the major news events so that future genera- 
tions may review this Company year within its proper historical 
context. 

This period in time will surely be remembered as an im- 
portant turning point in contemporary history. It was a transi- 
tional stage during which the postwar era came to an end and 
the world community witnessed the start of a global powershift. 
At home and abroad the climate of life was strained by dramatic 
developments and rapidly changing values. 

President Nixon was universally acclaimed for his trium- 
phant achievements in foreign affairs. His victorious journeys 
to China and Russia in pursuit of peace were overshadowed by 
the Watergate Affair. This unfortunate situation deflected from 
his successful execution of a detente with Russia. During his 
epoch-making trip to Moscow Nixon made notable gains in 
establishing a new relationship with the Soviet Union. In his 
report to the nation the President revealed that, while in Mos- 
cow, he and the Communist Party Chairman Breznev had signed 
a strategic arms pact limiting the deployment of antiballistic 
missiles. Arrangements for the sale of $1 billion in American 
grains to Russia were also initiated at this time. The grain 
transaction, involving one-fourth of the U.S. wheat crop, was the 
largest ever concluded between the two countries. 

On 1 September he reached agreement with Premier Tanaka 
of Japan regarding the adoption of short-term measures to re- 
duce the huge U.S. trade deficit with Japan. 

In a “summit” meeting with the President of France, 
Georges Pompidou, President Nixon attempted to restructure 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization (NATO) Alliance so 
that the European nations involved would assume a greater share 
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of the costs for NATO defenses and the U.S. would gain a more 
favorable position in international trade. Though no firm de- 
cisions were reached and major issues remained unresolved the 
two leaders agreed to address themselves to the problems through 
their high-level intermediaries. 

Three diplomats were murdered 2 March in Khartoum, 
Sudan by Black September terrorists who had taken over the 
Saudi Arabian embassy the previous day. American hostages 
slain were Ambassador Cleo A. Noel, Jr. and his chargé d’af- 
faires, George Curtis Moore. The Belgian chargé Guy Eid also 
met his death at the hands of the unconscionable killers. When 
authorities failed to meet their demands the terrorists freed the 
remaining hostages and surrendered their occupation of the 
embassy. 

Almost a year after a deranged Hungarian assaulted Michel- 
angelo’s Pieta in St. Peter’s Basilica, restoration work was com- 
pleted on the incomparable masterpiece and Pope Paul VI 
unveiled the Pieta once more to public view. A 15 foot wall of 
non-glare, bulletproof glass now shields the Madonna from her 
admirers. 

Bobby Fischer became the first American to win the World 
Chess Championship when Russia’s Boris Spassky resigned from 
the 2Ist game in the Reykjavik, Iceland tournament. The final 
score was Fischer 124%, Spassky 8%. 

Monetary problems at home and abroad became a cause for 
grave concern. Central banks around the world began to look 
on gold as their most valuable reserve asset. On the bullion 
markets the price of gold soared from $38 to $128.50 an ounce. 
The value of the U.S. dollar plunged while other foreign cur- 
rencies were revalued upward. For the first time in our history 
the Government exercised controls over a peacetime economy. 

On the national scene there were developments that com- 
manded worldwide attention. 

Arthur Bremer was sentenced to 63 years in prison for shoot- 
ing Alabama Gov. George C. Wallace at a presidential rally in 
Laurel, Md. 

After a week of national debate over his health Vice Presi- 
dential nominee, Sen. Thomas Eagleton, shattered historical 
precedent by acquiescing to Sen. George McGovern’s request 
that he withdraw from the Democratic ticket. 

In a move designed to assist individual states in the union 
to cope with their mounting financial problems President Nixon 
signed a $30.2 billion revenue-sharing bill at ceremonies outside 
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Philadelphia’s Independence Hall declaring “We are giving gov- 
ernment back to the people”’. 

Lauritz Melchior, Danish tenor and member of the AKHAC, 
died on 18 March. During his prime he was considered the 
world’s supreme tenor. 

Harry S. Truman, 33rd President of the United States, died 
on 26 December 1972. During his term of office Truman author- 
ized the atomic bombing of Japan to end World War II, pro- 
moted the formation of NATO and aided European economic 
recovery through the Marshall Plan. 

Lyndon Baines Johnson, 36th President of the United States, 
died on 22 January 1973, the day before the Vietnam Peace Pact 
was signed in Paris. He succeeded to the Presidency upon the 
assassination of John F. Kennedy in 1968, serving most of his 
years in a period of national restiveness and anxiety. 

With Johnson’s death Richard Nixon became the sole living 
President. The situation was unique in that it has occurred only 
once before in America’s political history. 

On 23 January 1973 Henry Kissinger, chief U.S. negotiator, 
and Hanoi’s Le Duc Tho signed an agreement to end the Viet- 
nam War. To date it was the longest war ever fought by this 
country, lasting for 1] years and 1 month. 

After years of conscription Melvin Laird, Secretary of De- 
fense, announced on 27 January that the use of the military draft 
had ended. 

Elliot Richardson, a member of the AXHAC, former Secre- 
tary of Health, Education and Welfare, while serving as Secretary 
of Defense was nominated by President Nixon to replace Richard 
Kleindienst as Attorney General. 

The launching of the nation’s first Earth Resources Satellite 
ERT-1 represented a long-awaited beginning in the advancement 
of the space program. The unmanned satellite circles the earth 
every two hours monitoring air and water pollution, forest and 
crop conditions and mapping ice movements and ocean currents. 

Apropos to this space feat was the death of aviation pioneer 
Igor Sikorsky on 26 October 1972. Sikorsky invented the heli- 
copter and developed the first four-engine Clipper aircraft. 

America’s greatest space venture began on 14 May 1973 when 
the first U.S. space station, Skylab, was launched from the Ken- 
nedy Space Center in Florida. This project, regarded as an es- 
sential step toward manned flights to Mars and beyond, was 
marred when the 85-ton craft suffered crippling damage just 
63 seconds off the launching pad. The stakes were high when 
the three-man crew — Charles Conrad, Paul Weitz and Dr. 
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Joseph Kerwin, the first medical man to fly in space — were 
finally rocketed into orbit on 25 May to salvage the $2.5 billion 
mission. After repeated failures the astronauts succeeded in link- 
ing up with the spaceship and making it habitable. The crew's 
object, during their 28 day stay aboard Skylab, was to study 
man’s ability to function in zero gravity and to gather as much 
information as possible about the sun, earth and solar system. 

Departing from the spate of spectacular events which domi- 
nated the global scene we now turn our attention to matters ol 
the day which featured the election of officers and related pro- 
ceedings for the Company Year June 1972 to June 1973. 

In keeping with Company tradition, the Ancients hosted a 
luncheon for visiting delegations from the Centennial Legion of 
Historic Military Commands at the Armory Headquarters in 
Faneuil Hall. After lunch the uniformed units assembled in 
parade formation on South Market Street. With the Ancients in 
command the colorful parade marched along the historic route 
that led from the Old State House to the Bulfinch State House 
and on i. the Cathedral Church of St. Paul.

Tuesday, 13 June 1972 


The Committee and the Travel Agent departed Boston for 
Paris, France, at 2000, via Air France. 


Wednesday, 14 June 1972 

The plane arrived at Orly Airport in Paris, France, at 1000. 
The group went directly to the Hotel Meridien, 81 BVD Gou- 
vion, Saint Cyr. The Captain phoned BG Donaldson, USA, 
Military Attaché at the United States Embassy, who informed 
him that they were at the Airport to meet the Committee and 
apologized for missing the group on arrival. 

After luncheon, the group went to the U.S. Embassy at the 
Place de la Concorde, Paris. A conference was had with BG 
Donaldson who assigned LTC Hunt, USA, to assist and coordi- 
nate the Committee’s plans. Discussions were held concerning: 
the parade route on the Champs Elysées; a parade permit; two 
wreaths for the Arc de Triomphe; one wreath for General 
Lafayette’s gravesite at Picpus; one wreath for WW I Cemetery 
at Suresnes; permit to bring four (4) rifles into the country for 
the parade; a French flag for the parade; Courtesy of the Port 
upon arrival of the Company in the fall; a French Military 
Honor Guard; a French Military Band; and, military church 
services at St. Louis des Invalides. It was suggested that, in 
accord with French custom, the Company should have a Vin 
d’Honneur following the Rekindling Ceremony at the Arc de 
Triomphe. This suggestion was accepted. 

There was dismay when the Committee was informed that 
there would be no parade permitted on the Champs Elysées 
after 30 September 1972. The Company was to arrive on the 
morning of Sunday, 1 October. Mr. Bernard M. Morel, Paris 
manager of Air France persuaded the authorities to reverse this 
decision and confirmation of this was received before the Com- 
mittee left Paris.

SO NAAN. (QE: 
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Ecumenical Service on Sunday, 1 October, at 1100. The Captain 
is to be met at the entrance to the church by General de Grancey 
of the French Military. 

The Captain and Adjutant trod the parade route which will 
start about three (3) blocks down the Champs Elysées. The 
Company will parade with the French Army Band and a French 
Honor Guard to the Arc de Triomphe where the Company will 
be met by U.S. Ambassador Watson and French dignitaries. A 
Military Rekindling Ceremony is to take place at the Tomb of 
the Unknown Soldier at the Arc. The Company will then pro- 
ceed by bus to American Legion Post No. 1, Paris, where a 
(Champagne) Vin d’Honneur will take place with French Mili- 
tary and Civic dignitaries present. 

Visits were made to Lafayette’s Tomb at Picpus, U.S. WW I 
Cemetery at Suresnes, Versailles, Fontainbleu, LaDaga Auberge 
at Barbizon, the Lido Dinner Show and the Eiffel Tower Dinner 
Show. 

The Committee was not satisfied with the banquet facilities 
at the Hotel Meridien. LTC Hunt suggested Pré Catalan Pavil- 
ion located in the beautiful gardens of the Bois de Boulogne, 
about 15 minutes by bus from the hotel. After a visit to the 
Pavilion, the Committee decided that the banquet would be held 
there with music by Garde Republicaine “Orchestra a Cordes,” 
a twelve (12) piece string ensemble. 

LTC Hunt arranged a luncheon meeting with Leon G. 
‘Turrou, Commander of the Benjamin Franklin Post 605, VFW, 
at Mr. Turrou’s club. There was discussion about a ceremony 
at the Hotel de Ville with the Mayoress of Paris and a meeting 
with President Pompidou, but without resolution at the time. 

There was later a short conference with U.S. Ambassador 
Arthur K. Watson who accepted our invitation to the FFDTD 
Banquet. The Ambassador declined to request a meeting with 
the President of France because he received only Heads of State. 

Miniature medals were ordered and ribbon for a bar was 
purchased. The departure from Paris was delayed by a strike of 
Air Pilots. 

Tuesday, 20 June 1972 

The Committee departed Paris from Orly Airport at 1000, 
and arrived at Malaga, Spain, at 1200. They went directly to 
Torremolinos. There was a disappointment with the Hotel 
Playamar but new arrangements were made with two five star 
hotels quite close to each other, the Al-Andalus and the Cari- 
huela Palace Hotels. 

LT Marr, BG Pereira and CPT Kreas checked the area and 
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completed some plans for the fall. The Captain and LCDR 
Cremens made a trip to Malaga. 
Friday, 23 June 1972 

The Committee departed Torremolinos for Tangiers by bus 
and boat, arriving at 1400. They went to the hotel — Les Almo- 
hades — where there is a nice pool and night club. The next 
day the Committee toured the city and completed arrangements 
for the fall. 


Monday, 26 June 1972 

The Committee departed Tangiers for Gibraltar, London 
and Boston. At Gibraltar there was a meeting with the Admiral 
of the Fleet, Sir Varyl Begg, Governor of Gibraltar. They took 
in the sights and had a surprise visit from a gentleman relative 
of BG Pereira. Fred’s father was born on Gibraltar. 

The Committee departed Gibraltar at 2000 and arrived Lon- 
don at 2330. After a night’s rest, LT Marr, LCDR Cremens 
and CPT Kreas took the noon plane for Boston.. The Captain 
and Adjutant went to Armoury House for a luncheon with the 
Boston Association. After a very pleasant visit, CPT Vergette of 
the HAC furnished transportation to the airport. The departure 
was at 1800 for New York where a tired duo switched to a Boston 
plane and arrived Logan at 0130. 

The necessity for a Preliminary Trip was most obvious; 
otherwise, the serious and embarrassing problems which the 
Committee encountered could not have been resolved.

Members of the Company assembled at the Air France Ter- 
minal, Logan International Airport at 2130 hrs, boarded 707 
Charter Flight #AF4526 and departed for Paris at 2300 hrs. Re- 
freshments were served on board followed by an excellent meal. 
It was a smooth flight and all were in good spirits. The Ser- 
geants presented a most practical gift, a folding umbrella, to 
each member of the Company. The Captain awarded the men 
a miniature blue, white and red ribbon with a Service Bar and 
a Commemorative Medal of the Arc d’Triomphe. The Captain’s 
gift, a magnificent artillery-red photo album embossed in gold 
had been given to each member at the last regular meeting held 
in Faneuil Hall Armory. 
Sunday, 1 October 1972 — Paris

Arrived 1130 hrs at Orly Airport, Paris, where the Company 
was met by General Galharague, Commander of the Place de 
Paris; U.S. Consul General Betts; and U.S. Military Attachés, 
BG John W. Donaldson and LTC Byron Hunt, U.S.A. The 
Company was given the courtesy of the Port so it went directly 
to the buses awaiting its arrival and was transported to Les 
Invalides. The Company assembled in formation at Les In- 
valides Court of Honor and marched to the entrance of the 
Church Saint Louis des Invalides. There it was met by General 
Alain de Boissieu, Chief of Staff of the French Army; General 
d’Avout d’Auerstaedt; and Monsignor Fougerousse, Chaplain at 
Les Invalides. An impressive Ecumenical Church Service fol- 
lowed at which Monsignor Fougerousse, Reverend Laurence 
Brock, S.J. and Reverend Edward M. McCabe concelebrated 
Holy Mass in French, Latin and English and Reverend Frank 
Bauer, AXHAC Protestant Chaplain, gave the Lesson. 
After Church Services the Company was hosted to a vin 
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dhonneur by BG de Grancey, Governor of Les Invalides, in the 
Salle de Fetes (Hospitality Room). As BG de Grancey was ill 
he was represented by his wife. On behalf of the Company, the 
Captain presented a large color television set to the hospital and 
a Springfield 1903 rifle to General de Brigade d’Avout d’Auer- 
staedt, Director of the French Army Museum. Both gifts bore a 
plaque commemorating the Company’s visit to Les Invalides. 

COL Lamphier then presented Madame de Grancey with 
the medallion and neck ribbon of the Ancient and Honorable 
Artillery Company for General de Grancey and kissed this dis- 
tinguished lady on both cheeks in keeping with the grand 
French custom. Pretty, young French girls circulated among the 
troops and gave each Ancient a blue, white and red-ribboned 
stickpin with a medal adorned with a replica of Les Invalides. 
The Captain was then presented with a beautiful, bronze medal- 
lion of Les Invalides. At the conclusion of the ceremonies the 
Captain expressed the Company’s appreciation for being re- 
ceived in such a grand manner. Madame de Boissieu, the late 
General Charles de Gaulle’s daughter, was in attendance at this 
function and she, as General de Boissieu informed the Captain. 
represented the Appreciation of France. 

The Company then boarded buses and departed for the new 
Meridien Hotel located on Boulevard Gouvion Saint Cyr about 
two blocks west of the Arc de Triomphe. A buffet lunch was 
served at the hotel. At 1730 hrs the Company left by bus for the 
Champs Elysées and Rue Balzac where the troops went into 
military formation with Veteran groups of the French Army. At 
1800 hrs the parade, with the French Marine Band in the lead. 
began its promenade up the Champs Elysées to the Arc de 
Triomphe. As the Ancients marched up the Champs Elysées 
they were greeted by resounding rounds of applause from the 
French people who were densely crowded on both sides of the 
boulevard. It was a great pleasure to be the recipients of their 
approbation. One could feel very proud of the Company as it 
carried Old Glory and the A®HAC Colors up the Champs 
Elysées. Lined up on both sides of the entrance to the Arc stood 
the Garde Republicaine with their swords raised high in salute. 
Clad in shining metal breast plates and plumed metal helmets 
they formed a most resplendent honor guard. They, along with 
the French Army troops, presented a spectacular and. stirring 
sight. 

COL Lamphier was met at the Arc de Triomphe by the 
“Committee of the Flame”; General Galharague; British At- 
taché BG Wingate-Gray; U.S. Consul General Betts; BG Donald- 
son and LTC Hunt. A stirring, solemn and impressive military 
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ceremony took place at the tomb. COL Lamphier placed a 
wreath on the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier, rendered a salute. 
then proceeded to the left of the grave site and rekindled the 
eternal flame with a heavy steel sword and stood at attention. 
The French Army Marine Band played the Marseillaise, the 
Star Spangled Banner and the French Army Taps. 

It was dusk. The light cast by the rekindled flame flickered 
on the men’s faces as they stood at attention. The following 
words were the thoughts of the Captain Commanding. 

“Members of the Armed Forces of France and of the United 
States of America. My fellow members of the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. Before this tomb of 
an unknown soldier of France, under this Majestic, Patriotic. 
Military Monument, we stand in awe — for here the history of 
France since Napoleon, the victories and defeats have been en- 
acted. 

One might well imagine that here could be heard the sound 
of tramping feet, the shouted military commands, the cheering 
of the Old Guard ‘Long Live the Emperor’ and then forty years 
later, after his death in exile, the dirgeful sounds of the slow 
cadence of drums marking the passage of his catafalque through 
this Arch on its way to its resting place in Les Invalides. 

Again and again the sound of the bugle and the measured 
tread of marching feet have been repeated, and passed through 
this great arch many times. Men have suffered and died that we 
might be free, joining the mighty host of those who have died 
so that others might live in dignity. 

Here in silence, this ever-burning flame gives witness to the 
eternal vigil of the dead. Their supreme sacrifice probes om 
deepest thoughts as we stand here in reverence and respect, with 
the hope that some day, in the not too distant future, all men 
will live in agreement and peace. It is right and proper that this 
Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company pay honor to the 
Soldiers of France who have fought beside us in many battles, 
and to France, our country’s oldest ally, at this sacred shrine ol 
Liberty, Equality and Fraternity. 

We pay humble tribute not only to those heroes of yester- 
year but to those of today who made the supreme sacrifice so 
that tyranny shall be crushed and that there shall be freedom 

for all men. We visit here today, not with a song of victory on 
our lips, but in supplication to the Divine Will of Almighty God 
that He give peace to the World. 

I salute this Unknown Soldier of France. The .Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts salutes you. 
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May Almighty God grant you everlasting life and may you rest 
in eternal peace.” 

COL Lamphier signed the ‘‘Book of Records” and then pro- 
ceeded to salute and shake the hand of each flag-bearing member 
of the French Veteran Honor Guard. 

Thus concluded this never-to-be-forgotten, impressive, thrill- 
ing and momentous military ceremony. 

The Company then departed for General Pershing Hall, 
American Legion Post #1, on rue Pierre Charron where a vin 
@honneur, which is a French custom after an Arc Ceremony, was 
held. Distinguished French officials and high-ranking French 
Military, U.S. Embassy officials and Military Attachés, and a 
delegation of the Honourable Artillery Company of London who 
had participated in the parade attended the reception. Follow- 
ing this function the Company returned to the Hotel Meridien 
for dinner. 


Monday, 2 October 1972 — Paris

; Following breakfast at the hotel at 0900 hrs the troops en- 
joyed a three-hour sight-seeing tour of the City of Paris. It was 
a beautiful day. At 1100 hrs the Captain Commanding, accom- 
panied by thirty staff members, attended a private reception held 
in honor of the Company by General de Boissieu in the French 
Army Headquarters’ “Room of Honor”. Four five-star Generals 
of the French Army were in attendance to witness General de 
Boissieu present the coveted Medal of the Army of France to 
COL James Lamphier. COL Lamphier expressed his personal 
appreciation to General de Boissieu and to the French Army 
Staff for this high honor and conveyed the thanks of the Com- 
pany to the French Army Staff for the magnificent hospitality 
that had been accorded to its members on their first day in Paris. 
CoOL Lamphier noted in his remarks that General de Gaulle 
visited the Arc de Triomphe twenty-four hours after the Libera- 
tion of Paris whereas the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany visited the Arc six hours after its arrival in Paris. 

At the conclusion of his address the Captain presented Gen- 
eral de Boissieu with an engraved, sterling silver Paul Revere 
Bowl as a gift from the Company and another, similar type bowl 
from Governor Francis Sargent. COL Lamphier then fastened 
the Ancients’ Ribbon and Medallion with the Seal of the Com- 
pany and the AXHAC Coat of Arms around General de Bois- 
sieu’s neck. The General's name and the date of its presentation 
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to him were engraved on the back of the silver medallion. The 
group then returned to the Meridien Hotel. 

At 1820 hrs, the Company departed for Pré Catelan, a 
beautiful pavillion in the Bois de Boulogne (an enchanting 
forest park on the western edge of the City of Paris). A recep- 
tion was held at 1900 hrs. The Formal Military Banquet of the 
835th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty began at 2000 hrs, a glitter- 
ing military spectacle with music provided by the French Garde 
Republicaine Orchestra under the direction of Lieutenant Gal- 
lais. 

Tuesday, 3 October 1972 — Paris

After breakfast the Company boarded buses and went to 
visit Versailles, the residence of the Kings of France. Versailles 
is the most famous of all the French palaces and the most 
splendid reminder of the royal past that France has to offer. It 
was built by the well-renowned architects, LeVair, Mansart and 
de Cotte. The vast gardens were designed by Le Notre who has 
been acknowledged as the greateset landscape gardener of all 
times. 

After viewing this magnificent palace and gardens the Com- 
pany went on to Barbizon, a little village that has won fame for 
giving its name to the colony of 19th Century painters who lived 
there. The Company had refreshments and an excellent lunch- 
eon at the famous Auberge “La Daga”. 

The Company returned to the Hotel Meridien at 1630 hrs. 
Immediately thereafter the Captain Commanding and Staff de- 
parted for the Hotel de Ville (City Hall) where a reception was 
held at 1700 hrs. COL Lamphier was greeted by Mr. Clos, Vice 
President, City Council of Paris. President Nicole Haute Cloque, 
the first woman President of the City Council of Paris, was at- 
tending a meeting in Rome. Mr. Clos presented COL Lamphier 
with an engraved document from “Le Bureau du Conseil de 
Paris” certifying that the Gold Medallion of the City of Paris 
had been awarded to him on 29 September 1972. COL Lamphier 
expressed his appreciation for this beautiful Medallion and Cer- 
tificate to the “Conseil de Paris” and presented Mr. Clos with 

an engraved, silver Paul Revere bowl for President Nicole Haute 
Cloque from the Honorable Kevin White, Mayor of the City of 
Boston. A tour of the Hotel de Ville followed. The beautiful 
paintings and baroque decor of this famous building were 
greatly admired by the Staff. The group then returned to the 
Meridien Hotel. 

At 1930 hrs the Company went to the dinner club at the 
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Eiffel Tower where all enjoyed a gourmet dinner that was ac- 
companied by excellent wines and followed by a lively, enter- 
taining stage show which one could watch while also viewing 
the beautiful panorama of the City of Paris by night.

The day was one of leisure for the troops. There is no city 
like Paris, a beautiful and distinguished city whose every strect 
has a distinct charm. The troops took advantage of their frec 
time to explore this most exciting of cities. In their travels 
around the City of Paris they made the acquaintance of the 
Parisian’s Paris and became aware of the feel of the Capital — a 
lightness and gaiety which pervades every aspect of the French- 
man’s life. 

The Captain Commanding and his Staff, COL Augustus 
Migell, BG Fred E. Pereira, 1ST LT Robert Marr and 2ND L1 
John Cremens, escorted by U.S. Military Attachés, BG Donald- 
son and LTC Hunt, U.S.A., performed duty and courtesy calls. 

At 1030 hrs a visit was made to the Elysées Palace where the 
delegation was received by Naval Captain de Vaisseau Fage of 
President Pompidou’s staff. President Pompidou was unable to 
meet with the delegation since he was in conference with the 
Foreign Minister of Poland on official business. Captain Fage 
expressed President Pompidou’s regrets that he could not per- 
sonally receive the group. An engraved, silver Paul Revere 
bowl was given by COL Lamphier to Captain Fage for President 
Pompidou. 

At 1315 hrs the delegation paid a visit to the Suresnes Amer- 
ican World War I Cemetery. LTC Theodore Doherty of the 
American Battle Monuments Commission welcomed the group 
and escorted it to the World War I Chapel where, on ceremonial 
occasions, senior representatives of the American and French 
governments assemble to pay homage to the American Military 
Dead of World Wars I and II. A wreath was laid at the altar. 
a salute rendered and a minute of silence was observed. The 
group went to the visitor's building where all signed the regis- 
ter, then departed from Suresnes Cemetery and proceeded on to 
Picpus. 

At 1445 hrs the delegation arrived at Picpus Cemetery where 
it was met by Count Rene de Chambrun and escorted to General 
de Lafayette’s gravesite. A wreath-laying ceremony took place. 
Lafayette’s gravesite is unique because he is buried in American 
soil brought to France from Virginia, U.S.A. The American 
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Flag has flown over Lafayette’s grave for the past 100 years, con- 
linuing its vigil even during the German Nazi occupation of 
Paris. Close by was the site of the Guillotine where it had been 
relocated after its removal from the Place de La Concorde during 
the French Revolution. This area is marked by a massive grave- 
site where several thousand decapitated persons were interred. 
Lafayette’s grave is maintained by a group of nuns who have 
perpetual devotion prayers at their Chapel nearby. 

At 1730 hrs the group visited Minister Bond, Department ol 
Veterans’ Affairs and Victims of War, 37 rue de Bellechasse. Mr. 
Leon Turrou, Commander of the U.S. Veterans of Foreign Wars. 
Benjamin Franklin Post, Paris, was present. 

At 2100 hrs the entire Company went to the fabulous Lido 
on the Champs Elysées where all enjoyed an excellent steak din- 
ner, champagne and a spectacular stage show.

After a continental breakfast at the Meridien Hotel the 
Company was transferred to Orly Airport and at 0915 hrs 
boarded Air France aircraft #AF45657 bound for Malaga, Spain. 
General Galharague of the French Army Staff, BG Donaldson 
and LTC Hunt, Military Attachés of the United States Embassy, 
were at the airport to see the Company off. 

A Bloody Mary cocktail and a full breakfast were served 
aloft. Had a good flight and arrived at Malaga Airport at 1130 
hrs. A delay occurred here due to the fact that Customs Officials 
withheld approval of the Ancients’ special, restricted baggage. 
This problem was resolved after some formalities and maneuver-

Looking back down over the 
lovely mountain passes one could see Malaga and the blue Medi- 
terranean Sea in the distance.

After breakfast at 0900 hrs the Company boarded private 
motorcoaches and enjoyed a nice drive along the lovely Costa 
del Sol arriving at Algeciras at 1100 hrs. Here the group boarded 
the ferry to Tangiers, Morocco. Luncheon was served on board. 
It was a beautiful, sunny day and all enjoyed the boat ride 
which provided a perfect view of the Rock of Gibraltar as the 
ferry coursed by it. In looking back one could clearly see the 
rugged coast of Spain while up ahead loomed the lofty peaks of 
the Atlas Mountains of Morocco.

Arrangements were made with 
the Moroccan Officials to return the rifles by putting them 
aboard the Company’s chartered Air France plane on the day of 
departure from Tangiers. 

The afternoon was at leisure. Many of the troops enjoyed 
the sun and the colorful pool. A few men went on the expan- 
sive beach for a swim in the Mediterranean. 

At 2000 hrs the Captain Commanding hosted a cocktail hour 
following which the Company enjoyed an elegant banquet. This

floor of the hotel in an exotic Moroccan setting, with palm trees.

To add to the festive mood of the occasion the Captain took part 
in one of the exhibition dances.

Morocco. 
Tuesday, 10 October 1972 — Tangiers

Following breakfast at the Almohades Hotel the Company 
boarded buses for a sight-seeing tour of Tangiers. Among the 
unique sights visited were Cape Spartel and the Caves of Her- 
cules. A few of the Ancients took a short camel ride and had 
their pictures taken. This was followed by a visit to the Casbah. 
the Sultan’s Palace which is now a museum and the Gardens of 
the Sultan. The Company then went on to the Medina (native 
quarters) and the Souks (marketplace) ending the tour with a 
typical Moroccan meal complete with native music at a Moroc- 
can restaurant in the Medina. 

The afternoon was at leisure. At 1900 hrs the Sergeants 
hosted the Company to a cocktail party in the Room of the Sul- 
tan which was luxuriously appointed in beautiful Moroccan 
style, the focal point of the decor being an enormous, exquisitely- 
designed oriental rug. The Sergeants gave each member a red 
Fez with the Seal of the Company attached, much like the 
Shriners wear on parade. All enjoyed the music, hors d’oeuvres 
and comradeship. This event was followed by dinner at Les 
Almohades. 

Wednesday, 11 October 1972 — Gibraltar 
Officer of the Day: LT Antonio DeStefano 
Officer of the Guard: SGT Wilfred L. Cyr 

At 0800 hrs the Company was transferred to the pier by 
bus and boarded the Mons Calpe Ferry which had been chartered 
for a trip to Gibraltar. An excellent breakfast was served on 
board. Arrived Gibraltar at 1030 hrs and were welcomed by 
Government Officials of Gibraltar. The Company immediately 
boarded a number of small buses for a sight-seeing tour. Much 
amazement was expressed at the engineering feat achieved in 
hollowing 31 miles of tunnel out of the solid rock. The group 
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visited Europa Point and lighthouse near the tip of the promon- 
tory which is the southernmost end of Europe and St. Michael’s 
Cave, a high amphitheatre with a stage and huge stalagmites 
and stalagtites. The tour guide provided a resumé outlining the 
history of the Rock of Gibraltar. The Rock is honeycombed 
with caves. The most famous of these, St. Michael’s Cave, has 
had many uses, serving at one time as a cold storage area, an- 
other time as a troops barracks and during World War II as 
the locale for a complete hospital unit. Now it is a theatre used 
for entertainment and concerts. There was a stupendous view 
to be had from the top of the Rock where Barbary apes roam 
free. The Company paid a visit to the Upper Galleries (tunnels 
for old cannon emplacements) and Saint George Hall which was 
gouged out of solid rock during the 18th century. On the way 
down the troops passed the ancient, siege-scarred Moorish 
Castle built in 1833 and viewed the water catchment slopes, 
some 34 acres of sand slopes on the eastern side of the Rock, 
covered with corrugated iron sheets. Rain falling on this area 
is conveyed by a channel into the Rock where reservoirs, blasted 
out of rock, are capable of holding 16 million gallons of water. 
The Company then went on to the Rock Hotel, a typical British 
colonial type, where luncheon was served. 

In the afternoon the troops took advantage of the Free Port 
of Gibraltar and went on a shopping spree. The Company then 
boarded the Mons Calpe Ferry for the return trip to Tangiers, 
arriving there at 2030 hrs. Went immediately to a private din- 
ing room in Les Almohades Hotel where SGT Robert Murphy, 
candidate for 2nd Lieutenant 1973, hosted the Company to cock- 
tails before dinner which, on this occasion, was a buffet featuring 
a wide variety of choice foods. 

Thursday, 12 October 1972 — Homeward Bound

At 1100 hrs the AKHAC left Les Almohades Hotel and pro- 
ceeded by bus to Tangiers Airport where, at 1300 hrs, the Com- 
pany boarded Air France charter flight #AF4047 for the journey 
home. This was the first direct flight ever made from Tangiers 
to Boston. It was an excellent flight during which all enjoyed 
light refreshments, a full course luncheon and a delicious dinner. 
Arrived Logan Airport, Boston, at 1730 hrs. 

For future recall, as well as for the record, it is hoped these 
notes of the 335th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty will bring back 
pleasant memories to those Ancients who participated and to 
whom the Captain is most grateful for their support.

I have 
always been treated most kindly and with the greatest tact, just 
as though I was one of you. I well remember my first dinner 
before World War II. I was seated next to James Michael 
Curley, Mayor of Boston. He asked me to pause a moment 
before sitting down. “I must tell you I hate all Englishmen. 
I cannot forgive them for burning Washington.” Naively I re- 
plied. “I am very sorry, I always thought he died in his bed.” 
“Now,” said he, “we will become good friends” — and we did. 

I have known your Captain Commanding since he joined 
your Company twenty-one years ago. I have formed a close 
friendship with him and a lasting admiration. I have many 
stories of his medical prowess and his enthusiasm to serve but 
he is a modest man and at his special request I may not tell 
them tonight. I have enjoyed my visit to you in Paris. I have 
admired the dignity and skill with which you have been led by 
your Captain Commanding and I hope the rest of your Tour of 
Duty will be as happy and successful.

Colonel James André Lamphier, Captain Commanding of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts, 
Distinguished Officers of the French, American and British 
Armed Forces — Members of the Artillery Company: 

I am the bearer of a message of good will from the Court 
of Assistants of the Honourable Artillery Company of London, 
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the governing body of the Company, of which I have the honor 
to be a member. Before I read it out and present it to you, Sir, 
I would like to thank you very warmly on behalf of all of us 
from the parent Company for your kindness and hospitality to 
us and for going to so much trouble to get us here. I am 
extremely sorry that you should have had this difficulty, but as 
you know circumstances beyond our control were responsible. 

There are two things I would like to say first of all. Edgar 
Duce, who is here this evening, pointed out to me that of the 
168 members of the Ancients present on this Fall Field Day Tour 
of Duty, only one, our old friend Fred Pereira, was present in 
Boston when we came in 1938 to celebrate your 300th Anni- 
versary, whereas of the ten members of the HAC in this room 
to-night no less than five of us came to Boston in 1938. I am 
told that you can prove anything by statistics, but my interpre- 
tation of these figures is that we in London have a very consid- 
erable affection for you in Boston. The second thing is that the 
Garde Republicaine de Paris, whose band is entertaining us this 
evening and whose soldiers lined the steps at the Arc de Tri- 
omphe last evening, paid a visit to our Company in London in 
about 1850 and this visit is commemorated on the walls of the 
Armoury House by a charming little water color drawing.

COL Lampuirr: 


Gentlemen. It is indeed an honor and privilege for me of 
French Ancestry to bring this famous historical Company to 
Paris on the occasion of the 335th Fall Field Day Tour of Duty 
of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company. 

France’s sentimental ties with America began when the 
Colonies made their first move against British domination. 
Lafayette, who has given his name to more than 40 American 
towns, still remains the symbol of these ties. 

This Honorable Company had a close liaison with General 
Lafayette when he made his American Tour receiving the cele- 
brations of peace. He was met and greeted by a delegation of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company at Watertown, 
Massachusetts, who escorted him into Boston amid cannonading 
from the forts and French warships in the harbor. He was re- 
galed with a banquet at Faneuil Hall in our Armory Head- 
quarters on the occasion of the Yorktown Anniversary. 

The individual contributors to the Patriots’ cause were many 
colonists of French origin who should also be remembered. 
Faneuil Hall, cradle of liberty, was given to the City of Boston 
by a French Huguenot — Peter Faneuil. 

The roster of Revolutionary Heroes, whose names are 
present in history and legend, includes the son of Gascon Rivoire 
— Paul Revere, who knew this company well and lived close by 
Faneuil Hall. 

As France stood by our just cause in Revolutionary Days, 
memories of this French Alliance during the War of Independ- 
ence helped arouse the support of the American people when 
the United States declared war on Germany, 6th April 1917. 

In 1944 it brought great joy to the people of the United 
States to see the liberation of France. Again it produced great 
satisfaction to help France reestablish her war-ruined economy 
on a solid basis in 1948 with the Marshall Plan. 

In spite of destinies which are so different, the policies of 
the two countries toward one another vary little in their broad 
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lines since the time of Lafayette. The reason for this has been 
the deeply rooted entente based on a similar concept of the 
world. 

Soldiers of France, as comrades may we always march for- 
ward, side by side, in the interests of peace and the dignity of 
man.

THE LONDON ROYAL SALUTE 
SOUVENIR SHELL CASE 
CORONATION OF HM QUEEN ELIZABETH II 


(LTC Patrick P. Massry, Sec’y HAC) 


‘A’ Battery, Ist Regiment HAC, under the Command of 
Major T. C. L. Nicole, fired a salute of 62 guns from HM Tower 
of London to announce the actual moment of Coronation on 
June 2nd 19538. The Tower was in direct telephonic communi- 
cation with Westminster Abbey and the Battery stood by to be 
ready when the signal was received. This salute has, from time 
immemorial, been an integral and important part of the Coro- 
nation ceremony. As the Archbishop places the crown on the 
Monarch’s head, all Peers and Peeresses put on their coronets 
and the great guns of the Tower are shot off. The synchroniza- 
tion of the salute with the crowning is therefore a matter of 
some importance. 


Why 62 guns? 41 guns form the normal London Royal 
Salute but at the Tower of London it is always 62. In olden 
days the various turrets in the Tower each carried a smooth bore 
piece of the mortar type which was known as “a chamber,” and 
each of these chambers, 21 in number, was in charge of a Yeo- 
man Warder. They expected to let their pieces off on an oc 
casion of a Royal Salute as well as the Saluting Battery. Thus 
a custom was established and the old Tower of London orders 
used to read that on such and such an occasion “A Royal Salute 
will be fired of 41 guns and 21 chambers.” These chambers have 
been abolished for a long time now, but the 62 rounds are still 
fired on all occasions of firing the Royal Salutes. The HAC 
were accorded the honour of firing these salutes shortly after the 
Ist World War when, owing to the prevalent bout of disarma- 
ment, there were insufficient regular gunners available for the 
duty, and the HAC has been doing it ever since. During the 
2nd World War when the Company was overseas the HAC 
cadets carried out the salutes. On the occasion of the Coronation 
the Battery consisted of 4 X 25 pounder guns. 


I believe that only 2 of the shell cases were prepared as 
souvenirs, one for the AXHAC and one kept by the Battery 
Commander.

The Two Hundred and Fiftieth Anniversary Celebration of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts 
was held at the Parker House, Boston, on 8 May 1890. 


Mr. A. Shuman, a member of the Anniversary Committee, 


proposed the following motion, and after some discussion it was 
unanimously adopted: 


“The Committee on the Two Hundred and Fiftieth 
Anniversary of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
Company of Massachusetts, for the purpose of con- 
tinuing their pleasant and friendly associations as 
members of that Committee, to cherish and keep alive 
whatever is, and has been of interest in that memorable 
Celebration, and to give their influence and assistance 
to any good work for the welfare and advancement of 
the Company; agree to form themselves into a Club 
to be known as the—15 Club.”

Captain Edward E. Allen was Chairman of the Committee. 
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The Club met annually and other than a few simple rules, 
there were no By-Laws. Motions regulating the Organization, 
however, have been made at various meetings. At a special 
meeting on 15 May 1973, By-Laws were adopted. 


These By-Laws, as amended at the Annual Meeting on 
15 September 1973, include the following provisions: 


ARTICLE I— NAME 


The name of this organization shall be “Society of Past 
Commanders of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts.” 


ARTICLE IV — OFFICERS 


The officers shall be a President, a Secretary and a Treas- 
urer who shall be elected by a majority vote of the members 
present at the Annual Meeting, there being a quorum present. 
They shall hold office until the next Annual Meeting or until 
their successors have been elected and assumed the offices. Each 
officer shall perform the duties usually associated with his re- 
spective office. 


Since the organization, 8 May 1890, there have been but 
five Secretaries, Colonel Sidney M. Hedges, elected Permanent 
Secretary, served from 1890 until his death in 1924; Captain 
Thomas H. Ratigan from 1925 until his death in 1933; Brigadier 
General Henry D. Cormerais from 1933 until his death in 1953; 
Lieutenant Colonel Fred K. Rogers from 1953 until his death in 
1959, and Captain Frank G. Volpe from 1959 to date. 


There have been but six Treasurers, Mr. A. Shuman, elected 
Permanent Treasurer, served from 1890 to 1894; Captain Fottler 
from 1894 to 1933; Major Lionel G. H. Palmer from 1933 to 
1938; Captain Justin A. Duncan from 1938 to 1958; Colonel 
Raymond F. Rauscher from 1958 to 1959, and Colonel Augustus 
J. Migell from 1959 to date. 


The silver reproduction of the Gorget worn by the Captain 
Commanding of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
of Massachusetts was added to the seal on the menus in 19354. 


The President of the Society is the Presiding Officer at the 
Anniversary Banquet of the Society. The Junior Past Com- 
mander receives the miniature gold Gorget at the June Day 
Banquet from the Senior Past Commander present.

‘THe THREE Hunprep AND THIRTY-FIFTH ANNUAL ReEcoRD 


VISIT TO THE U.S. MILITARY ACADEMY, WEST POINT 
Saturday and Sunday, 28-29 April 1973 

The idea of a visit to West Point first came up in a conver- 
sation at the June Day Banquet in 1972 between our newly 
elected Captain Commanding, COL James A. Lamphier, and 
BG DeWitt C. Armstrong, III, Commanding General of Fort 
Devens. In a fast follow-up BG Armstrong wrote to LTG Wil- 
liam A. Knowlton, Superintendent of the Academy anda personal 
friend who expressed interest in the Company and in having 
them visit the Academy in the spring of 1973. After some cor- 
respondence and verification of records LTG Knowlton was 
elected a Member of the Company by Right of Descent from 
Colonel Jacob Wendell, who commanded the AXHAC in 1735 
and again in 1745. The Captain Commanding made a trip to 
West Point on 6 November 1972, met General Knowlton and 
made arrangements for the visit. The Captain and the Executive 
Secretary went to West Point once more to make final arrange- 
ments. 

At 0700 Saturday, 28 April 1973, two bus loads of Ancients 
left the Armory for West Point where they would be joined by 
several carloads of members to make up a party of just over 100. 
The weather was overcast and we ran into several rain squalls 
on the trip. The Sergeants served hot coffee, doughnuts, pastries 
and other refreshments which made up for the breakfast many 
of us had not eaten. 

Arriving at the gate, the buses were met by the MPs and 
escorted directly to the Parade Ground. After waiting for twenty 
minutes, the review was cancelled because of weather. This, of 
course, was a great disappointment to us. However, the schedule 
was quickly revised and we attended a briefing about the opera- 
tion and policies of the Academy. 

Following the briefing we had lunch in the great cadet din- 
ing room where 4500 cadets can be served in ten minutes. Sev- 
eral of our group visited the kitchen and were amazed to see 
this fantastic operation on such a large scale. 

We were then taken on a bus tour of the Post, stopping at 
several points of interest with a briefing by our guides. The tour 
concluded with a visit to the Military Museum, which had in- 
teresting exhibits of memorabilia and artifacts from all the wars 
in which the United States took part. It would take a whole day 
to really study and appreciate these fine exhibits. 

Following the tour we went to the Hotel Thayer, which is 
on the Post, and checked in to have the rest of the afternoon at 
leisure. 
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At 1830 the group, in Mess Dress, met for a reception where 
each of us had the opportunity of meeting General Knowlton 
informally. At 1930 we entered the Dining Room for a formal 
banquet. 

COL Frederick A. York, Jr., PC, gave the Invocation, fol- 
lowed by a Toast to the President of the United States and then 
the National Anthem. We were then seated and enjoyed a fine 
roast beef dinner with wine. 

At the conclusion of the meal the Captain Commanding in- 
troduced the head table and expressed his thanks to General 
Knowlton for inviting the Company to West Point. 

COL Lampuirr: 

General Knowlton, guests and members, as Captain Com- 
manding I am indeed proud to bring the AXHAC to the United 
States Military Academy today. This is the first official visit of 
the Ancients, the oldest chartered Military Organization in the 
Western World, to West Point, the site of America’s oldest Mili- 
tary Post and the residency of the Nation’s oldest Service 
Academy. 

We are honored to welcome LTG William A. Knowlton, 

the Superintendent of the United States Military Academy, to 
membership in the Company By Right of Descent from his an- 
cestor, Colonel Jacob Wendell, who served two terms as Captain 
of the ASHAC in 1735 and 1745. Gentlemen, I should inform 
you that General Knowlton and Oliver Wendell Holmes both 
share ancestral ties with this Past Captain Commanding of the 
Ancients. 
_ _ This brings to mind another Past Captain of the Ancients 
in 1770 — namely, Major General William Heath of Roxbury, 
Massachusetts, who was so highly regarded by General George 
Washington that, upon the discovery of Benedict Arnold's trea- 
son in 1780, he entrusted the Command of West Point to Major 
General Heath. 

It should also be noted that another patriotic gentlemen 
from Massachusetts, Colonel Sylvanus Thayer of Braintree, was 
Superintendent of the United States Military Academy from 
1817 to 1833 and was accorded the distinct honor of being 
known as “Father of the Military Academy.” 


COL Lamphier then made the following presentations: 


PAUL REVERE BOWL 


A large Paul Revere Bowl with stand was presented to the 
Academy by the Captain Commanding on behalf of the Com- 
pany and received by General Knowlton. 
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OATH OF MEMBERSHIP 
The Company rose and stood at attention while the Ad- 
jutant, BG Pereira, administered the oath of membership to 
General Knowlton. The Captain Commanding then presented 
the General with his Certificate of Membership. . 


PRESENTATION MEDAL 
The Captain Commanding, assisted by the Adjutant, then 
decorated General Knowlton with the Ancients’ Presentation 
Medal. The last person to receive the medal was General Alain 
de Boissieu, Chief of Staff of the French Army, who is an old 
acquaintance of General Knowlton’s. 


SILVER SALVER 
The Captain Commanding then presented General Knowl- 
ton with a silver plate embossed with a picture of Faneuil Hall, 
the home of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery. This plate is 
one of a limited issue and is a collector’s item. 


PAUL REVERE CERTIFICATE 
COL Augustus J. Migell, Senior Past Commander present, 
then presented General Knowlton with a certificate of member- 
ship in the ‘Order of Paul Revere Patrons’ which was signed by 
Governor Sargent and conveys to its holders certain privileges 
such as the right to dump tea into Boston Harbor. 


Following the presentations General Knowlton addressed 
the group. 
SUMMARY OF COMMENTS BY GENERAL KNOWLTON 

General Knowlton expressed the deep appreciation of the 
Military Academy for the magnificent Paul Revere bowl which 
will be placed upon display at various times in the Museum and 
in the Library so that the cadets and visitors to the Academy 
may see the bowl and reflect upon our country’s oldest militia 
organization. He also expressed pride at being presented the 
magnificent membership certificate, with its superb engraving 
and its notation that the membership is by Right of Descent 
from one of his eleven ancestors who served in the early Com- 
pany. Particular pleasure was expressed over the receipt of the 
numbered salver with its portrayal of Faneuil Hall. The Gen- 
eral reflected that in his youth in Massachusetts, whenever he 
went to Boston, he often passed by Faneuil Hall. The plate 
would serve as a tangible reminder to him of his boyhood days 
in New England. Similar appreciation was expressed for the 
certificate as a Paul Revere Patriot and for the Company medal 
which was awarded by the Captain Commanding. 
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The General then related many stories of Boston and par- 
ticularly of the unchanging nature of the offices in which his 
father’s law firm was located. His grandfather, Hosea M. 
Knowlton, had been Attorney General of Massachusetts, having 
made his name on a case which he prosecuted and which he 
lost: that of Lizzie Borden. 

His discussion continued on the importance of tradition and 
a proper knowledge of history as anchors in an uncertain world. 
Organizations such as the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com- 
pany, which preserve the deeds of our forebears, play an im- 
portant role in national identity. He then deplored the present 
tendency to “debunk” or destroy those historical stories which 
make up that heritage which political scientists often call the 
“national myth.” The dangers faced by the members of the 
original Company were very real dangers. While the campaigns 
were severe and the quality of mercy not as common as today, 
the wars were fought by the established rules of the time. We 
must remember that it was several centuries before the Red 
Cross was to come into being or the kind of care afforded the 
wounded nowadays had its poor beginnings in the Civil War. 
Casting of these historical incidents out of their natural per- 
spective leads to a warped view of history. An honest view of 
history is essential if present generations are to understand how 
we got where we are and how we should face the challenges of 
the future. It is for that reason, among others, that he recom- 
mended the perpetuation of tradition in the form of organiza- 
tions like the Company. 

; General Knowlton then moved to the area of education, 
pointing out that there had over the years been discussion within 
the educational community between those who felt that the pur- 
pose of education was to debunk and to create critical minds, 
ready to attack anything inspirational or doctrinal, versus those 
who felt that inspiration and doctrination had a part in the 
education of the young. He cited a book over 25 years old, “The 
Abolition of Man” by CG. S. Lewis. Although not written with 
the military in mind, but only educational in general, Lewis had 
some trenchant observations to make which have great pertinence 
to today and certainly do not seem a quarter of a century old. 
As a part of the quote, Lewis said: 


- And all the time — such is the tragi-comedy 
of our situation—we continue to clamour for 
those very qualities we are rendering impossible. 
You can hardly open a periodical without coming 
across the statement that what our civilization 
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needs is more ‘drive,’ or dynamism, or self-sacrifice, 
or ‘creativity.’ In a sort of ghastly simplicity we 
remove the organ and demand the function. We 
make men without chests and expect of them virtue 
and enterprise. We laugh at honour and are 
shocked to find traitors in our midst. We castrate 
and bid geldings be fruitful... .” 

General Knowlton wound up by saying that West Point's 
mission had never been to produce “men without chests.” With 
the interested support of organizations such as ours, West Point 
will continue its important mission of creation of leaders — men 
of integrity and professional competence — for the future. 

At the conclusion of General Knowlton’s speech there was 
prolonged applause with a standing ovation. The Captain Com- 
manding then concluded the banquet remarking that the Com- 
pany was indeed honored to have such a distinguished addition 
to its ranks.

We then adjourned to amuse ourselves for the remainder of 
the evening although most of us were soon at rest after such an 
arduous day. 

The next morning, following breakfast at the hotel, we at- 
tended the services at the Cadet Chapel at 1000. There we heard 
the largest pipe organ in the world and the noted Cadet Choir 
augumented by the girls from Smith College sing several hymns. 
The Chaplain, Reverend Koscheski, delivered an excellent ser- 
mon which made the point that a permissive society is not always 
the best. 

The luggage loaded, we then went to the Officers Open Mess 
for brunch, following which we departed for home. Refresh- 
ments were served on the way home and time passed quickly. 
We arrived at Faneuil Hall at 1700 after an interesting and 
instructive weekend.

ERSKINE CHILDERS 
President of Eire 

On 31 May 1972, Erskine Childers, a 68 year old London- 
born Protestant upset all the odds to win election as the Irish 
Republic’s next President. He is the son of Robert Erskine 
Childers who as a member of the HAC of London visited the 
A&HAC in Boston in 1903. It was on this visit that the Presi- 
dent’s father met Mary Alden Osgood, a Boston Brahmin and 
daughter of Dr. Hamilton Osgood. The Osgood family immi- 
grated to New England in 1648 and was active in the American 
Revolution from the time of the Boston Tea Party. The new 
President’s mother saw the attractive artilleryman in the parade 
and later met him at Faneuil Hall. In 1904, they were married at 
Trinity Church in Boston. 

On the occasion of his election as President, the AXHAC 
sent a congratulatory telegram to Erskine Childers who acknowl- 
edged it by letter.

“God Bless America” 


The proud and envious tradition of the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company of Massachusetts needs no encomiums. 
The many pleasant and happy years that we have been privi- 
leged to know one another, to break bread together, to travel 
together, and thus to enjoy the beauty and historical grandeur 
of almost all the great cities and countries of the world, have 
enriched each of us with respect, understanding and appreciation 
of customs, both the educational and spiritual achievements of 
so many peoples and nations, some free and many oppressed, 
outside our own beloved country, “America The Beautiful.” 


Without doubt, we, the Ancients, have been educated in a 
most efficacious spirit of not only understanding a little better 
but perceiving a little more intimately how the peoples of the 
world are born, reared, and give to the world a culture and 
history that are peculiarly their own. Each of us in turn is more 
humble and appreciative of their efforts as well as our own in 
trying to make the world a better place in which to live and in 
which to show our mutual love and respect, one for another. 


Members of the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company 
have honored practically all the free and prosperous nations of 
the world in their yearly tours of duty as well as many countries 
behind the Iron and the Bamboo Curtains, as on our visits to 
Hong Kong, Berlin, Budapest, as well as lovely Vienna, freed 
from enslavement only because they are willing to pay a yearly 
ransom for that freedom to the Soviet Union. 


While in Budapest, we saw few, if any, of the elderly smil- 
ing; and only the little children seemed free of fear. We, our- 
selves, felt a little uneasy when we saw the airports surrounded 
by anti-aircraft guns and installations and soldiers everywhere as 
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we landed. Once again we found the same tension and fear in 
Berlin as we crossed from the western to the eastern sector at 
Checkpoint Charlie, which I know you all remember too well. 
And then we saw the thorough inspections of the buses, the cars 
and the personnel themselves. Not only did we find the City of 
Berlin divided in two, the West from the East, but the families 
were also divided — mother from father, parents from children, 
and both separated from their elders. There was little or no hope 
for reunion before them. The only thing always present was the 
constant fear and oppression of the Soviet Union. These people 
love their freedom, their families and their country, but it would 
seem all in vain. 


It is quite tragic to say that these countries were defeated 
from within, and history seems to verify this fact. They were 
defeated by political corruption, private and public, much like 
we see in America today. They were defeated by the spiritual 
and the moral decay on all sides that came at the end and not 
at the beginning of this corruption. We all know Hitler and 
his storm troopers were not merely tolerated but encouraged to 
close churches, arrest the Clergy, and attack innocent people and 
nations. Twenty-five years later, their homeland is still divided; 
and the future seems to offer little or no hope of unification. 


We, the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company, have 
had also the unique privilege of visiting so many other nations 


that were free, prosperous and happy so much like our own be- 
loved country, 


We have trod on the soil of the “Land Down Under,” and 
have seen the kindness and the generosity of the people of Aus- 
tralia, New Zealand and Tahiti. There, happiness and simplicity 
and beauty were all around us. The natives of Anchorage, 
Hawaii, Rio de Janeiro and Buenos Aires brought us into their 
own homes and allowed us to see and feel their friendliness and 
to admire their various arts and skills and to perceive the won- 
derful love and devotion they have for their families and their 
native land. We found their customs most enlightening; and the 
special honors, both public and private, that they rendered to 
the Ancients were both charming and deeply appreciated. 


We have been intrigued with the wonderful peoples of Den- 
mark and Sweden, France and Germany, Ireland and the British 
Commonwealth, Spain and Portugal; and yet I feel sure that all 
will admit that the charm, the beauty, and its imperial and 
glorious past, places Rome on the pinnacle of being one of the 
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most charming, historical and delightful cities in the world. How 
true it is said, “All roads lead to Rome.” 


Rome stands out above all others because of its imperial, 
historical and religious past and present. Its magnificent 
churches and cathedrals seem to be on every side. 


St. Peter’s, one of the largest and most ornate edifices in the 
whole world, was immortalized by the sculpture and paintings 
of Raphael, Michelangelo and many other world famous sculp- 
tors and artists. Its Sistine Chapel is famous down through the 
centuries with its glorious and immortal paintings, probably the 
most magnificent in the entire Universe. Then there is St. John 
of The Lateran Gate and St. Sussana, which, by the way, is the 
patron church of our late Cardinal Cushing and our present 
Cardinal Madeiros, and where we were doubly honored by being 
privileged to say and hear Mass in our full-dress uniforms of the 
Ancients. 


Here we admired also the centuries old aquaducts built, as 
we were told, by the slaves from Jerusalem. We saw the Coliseum 
and the Forum, and we walked in the Appian Way over which 
Rome's legions marched to battle and returned in triumph with 
their trophies and their slaves. This was the same Appian Way 
over which we, too, the Ancients, journeyed to the Catacombs. 
And just before reaching them, we paused a few moments in the 
little church not more than twenty to thirty feet in length and 
width. It was called the Church of the Quo Vadis Domine. It 
was and is one of the most unique and historical churches in 
Rome. Legend tells us it was in this very spot that Christ ap- 
peared to St. Peter who was leaving Rome because of discourage- 
ment due to the degradation, the debauchery and the moral filth 
on every side. Recognizing Christ, the legend tells us Peter asked 
him, “Where are you going, Master?” And Christ’s reply was, 
“I am going back into Rome to be crucified once more for the 
sins of mankind.” The legend tells us that St. Peter retraced his 
steps into Rome and endured suffering, scourgings and afflictions 
in the days to come and finally dying for his Master, crucified 
head downward. 


Irrespective of the truth or fallacy of this legend, we all can 
ask ourselves today, ‘Quo Vadis Domine.” Where are you going? 
Where am I going? Only a few years back there was a movie 
called “Quo Vadis Domine” which I was privileged to see; and I 
feel sure that many of our elder Ancients saw it also. It was 
taken from a book by Sienkiewicz, which book even today is a 
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shining gem in the literary world. The picture like the novel, 
portrays the might and magnificence, the corruption and de- 
bauchery of Rome at the time when she was unquestionably the 
ruler of the then known Universe. 


At that time, Rome was seemingly at the very height of her 
greatness, and it would have taken a bold man indeed and one 
gifted with clairvoyant powers to have contended that Rome had 
passed the zenith of her greatness and was hastening down the 
road that led to dissolution and oblivion. Yet in the light of 
history, we now know this to be the case because of the moral 
turpitude, corruption and the refusal to accept those responsi- 
bilities and obligations which are inherent and essential to true 
citizenship, the Roman Empire dissolved and vanished from the 
eyes of Man just as the empires of old have risen, shone bril- 
liantly for a while, and then disappeared, only to live in the 
pages of history. In almost every instance, imperial Rome and 
these other empires were destroyed not so much by outward 
pressure of conquerors but by the moral decay from within, espe- 
cially among their young men and women. 


My dear Ancients, it behooves each one of us who loves 
America and her ideals to pause a moment and ask ourselves 
whether or not our own beloved country may also be following 
in the footsteps of Ancient Rome. 


Historians of the future, I firmly believe, will disclose that 
the United States of America in the brief span of less than two 
centuries rosé to such glittering heights of power and magnif- 
cence that it became not only the dominant power of the Twenti- 
eth Century but even rivaled the might of Rome when the latter 
ruled unchallenged as the mistress of the world itself. 


; If Rome and other great empires were destroyed from with- 
in, then it is our duty to try and rectify the corruption and the 
moral decay that we see on all sides of us in America today. 


Since our Supreme Court found it convenient to outlaw 
prayers in the classroom, too large a percentage and portion of 
our students have turned from God to self-adulation and even 
adoration. We find drugs of all descriptions, God’s Command- 
ments and moral laws flouted in private and in public, respect 
for parents downgraded except on rare occasions, rebellious stu- 
dents and destruction of property whenever they so desire, at- 
tacks on innocent people, both young and old, crimes of rape and 
debauchery — are a common daily occurrence that we see each 
and every day throughout the year. 
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Like the mobs on the first Good Friday, we hear these 
crowds of students crying out, “Give us Barabbas, and crucify 
Him, the Son of the Living God.” Once again, we have a second 
sad decision of that Court, the legalization of abortion, the kill- 
ing of holy innocents, the murder of helpless infants and inno- 
cent babes. We also see our own grownup young men, like 
Ancient Rome, refusing to bear the responsibility of their state 
and life and their duty in the service of their country, that coun- 
try that gave them birth and home and family. Unfortunately, 
such young men will bear to the grave rightfully or wrongfully 
the stigma of cowardice. Thank God for those upright young 
men, and they far outnumber these others, who have served God 
and country faithfully and loyally; and so many of them have 
made the supreme sacrifice of their lives. Proud, indeed, is each 
and every one of them of the land that gave them birth. 


Remember, my dear Ancients, it was the corruption, public 
and private, that debauchery and ignoring of the responsibilities 
of citizenship everywhere manifested that was the real cause of 
the decline and the fall of the Roman Empire. No longer, we 
have been told, was service in the Legion the proudest boast of 
the Roman citizen, the same as we have seen too frequently 
today by so many of our young Americans. 


Patrick Henry, in his immortal Philippic in St. John’s 
Church in Richmond, Virginia, told his audience that he knew 
of no way to determine the course of future events save by the 
events of the past. I repeat. Patrick Henry told his audience 
that he knew of no way to determine the course of future events 
except by the events of the past. 


Today, let us ask ourselves, “Quo Vadis Domine;” and like 
St. Peter’s return to home, there to suffer and endure persecution, 
insults and physical harm, and finally death itself, may each of 
us be ready and willing to suffer the same to save America and 
her ideals; and God grant that our country will always be blessed 
by the Almighty Father as the land of the free and the home of 
the brave. Lift high the Cross, unfurl the Flag. May they for- 
ever stand united in our hearts and hopes, God and our native 
land. America, America, may God thy love increase till wars are 
past and Earth at last may follow Christ in peace.

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336TH DRUM HEAD ELECTION — BOSTON COMMON 
MONDAY, 4 JUNE 1973

(As the first unit steps upon the Common) 

Distinguished guests, ladies and gentlemen: 

It is a pleasure to announce the arrival of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company of Massachusetts. This Company 
was founded in 1637 and chartered in 1638. It is today under the 
command of COL James A. Lamphier of Winchester. The order 
of march is COL Lamphier, Captain Commanding, and BG Fred 
E. Pereira of West Roxbury, the Adjutant, followed by the Com- 
missioned Staff — Non-Commissioned Staff — the Honorary Staff 
which is moving directly to the reviewing area — Officers-Elect 
— Officer of the Day — Officers of the Guard —the Infantry 
Wing under the command of LT Robert L. Marr of Boston — 
the Colors — the Governor's representative. As Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Donald Dwight enters the Common a 19 gun salute is 
rendered by the Artillery Battery. As in the past, the salutes 
today are being fired by our own 1/101 Artillery, Mass ARNG. 
Then follows the Artillery Wing and the Sergeants-Elect under 
the command of CDR John F. Cremens of Cambridge. 

THE SECOND DIVISION consists of visiting delegations 
from the Centennial Legion of Historic Military Commands and 
the Brigade of Militia and Minute Men. They are escorted by 
the Cadets of the Massachusetts Military Academy, organized in 
1913, which is the OCS for the Massachusetts National Guard.

The saluting battery of the 1/101 Artillery is in position 
behind the speaker. The Company is now being aligned for a 
brief halt. 

The Company is being re-formed and the Captain Com- 
manding will present the Company to Lieutenant Governor 
Dwight, who is representing Governor Sargent. The Governor 
will now inspect the Company. 


THE TRADITIONAL DRUM HEAD ELECTION 


The Company is now forming for the election of the officers 
for 1973-1974. The Captain Commanding is directing the Adju- 
tant, BG Pereira to form the square. The drum is placed in the 
center of the square. The Drum Head Election is about to take 
place. The Adjutant directs the Quartermaster, CPT Joseph A. 
Milano of Medford, to distribute the ballots. Each Sergeant is 
now distributing the ballots to the men of his Section. The bal- 
lots have been cast and the Sergeants are now placing them on 
the Drum Head. The Adjutant counts the ballots and notes the 
results. The Adjutant is now announcing to the Company the 
results of the election, The Captain Commanding directs the 
Adjutant to form the Company in line. The Captain Command- 
ing now directs the Adjutant to inform the Governor of the 
results of the election and that the officers await his pleasure to 
resign their commissions. The Adjutant carries out the order and 
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the results are announced over the public address system by the 

narrator, 

The Adjutant has rejoined the Company and the Captain 
Commanding is advancing across the parade ground toward the 
Governor to resign his commission. The Adjutant General, MG 
Vahan Vartanian, removes the gorget from the neck of the Cap- 
tain Commanding. The gorget is the insignia of office of the 
Captain Commanding. COL Lamphier returns to the Company. 
LTC Joseph S. Zareiko of Dover, the Captain-elect is advancing 
toward the Governor and the Governor directs the Adjutant 
General to place the gorget around the neck of Captain Zareiko 
and to confirm his commission. Captain Zareiko returns and 
takes command of the Company. As he returns a three gun 
salute is fired by the Artillery Battery.

J. Montilio of Quincy, First Lieutenant-elect, advances to the 
Governor and his commission is confirmed as he is invested with 
the insignia of his office. He then returns to take command of 
the Infantry Wing. As he returns a two gun salute is fired by 
the Artillery Battery. The Second Lieutenant advances to the 
Governor and surrenders his halberd, which is his insignia of 
office, and resigns his commission. He then returns to the Com- 
pany. LT Robert D. Murphy of Milton, the Second Lieutenant- 
elect, advances to the Governor and his commission is confirmed 
as he is invested with the insignia of his office. He returns to 
take command of the Artillery Wing. As he returns, a one gun 
salute is rendered by the Artillery Battery. 

Captain Zareiko now directs the Adjutant, LT Peznola, to 
invest each Sergeant with the emblem of his office, the Espon- 
toon. The Adjutant verifies the roll of Sergeants. He then takes 
the Espontoon from the hand of each retiring Sergeant and 
places it in the hand of his successor. Captain Zareiko now 
directs the Adjutant to publish the orders naming the newly 
appointed Commissioned and Non-Commissioned Staff. The 
Company will now pass in review and march off the Common. 

This concludes the 335th Anniversary Proceedings and the 
336th traditional Drum Head Election of the AkKHAC of Massa- 
chusetts.

We have Com- 
missioner DiGrazia at the head table, who is doing a great deal 
to help fight crime. I don’t dare to make any funny remarks; 
he’s a hot Italian. In the crime wave, we do have a problem 
every year. Toward the end of the year the Boston papers begin 
keeping a bor score on homicides, and they tell you the number 
of homicides for the year compared with last year. 

I could go on, there is so much that has happened in the 
last year, but I think at this point I will just end up by congratu- 
lating the Ancients, who are not only an ancient organization, 
but an honorable one.

COL Lampuirr: 

I call on the Consul General of France to answer this toast, 
the Honorable Daniel Oriez. 
Honorasrie DANIEL Ortiz: 

Monsieur Capitan, Monsieur Genéral, Monsieur Consul 
Genéral, Messieurs: We will soon celebrate not only in the 
United States but also in France the Bicentennial of the Proc- 
lamation of the Independence of this country. It will be a good 
occasion to remember, and to recall, that France was the first 
ally of the United States in its struggle for independence and 
that, ever since then, your country and mine have never stopped 
being on the same side: that of liberty. 

You, Americans, remember that French soldiers fought side 
by side with the patriots until a final victory was reached at 
Yorktown. 

But we, French, have not forgotten that twice in less than 
30 years the United States fought with all its might to enable 
France to recover her independence and her liberty. 

However, the main interest of these remembrances of things 
of a past which is not so far away resides essentially in the 
broader view, the will and also the strength that they provide 
us with to plan a common future and to build it together, for 
we share the same ideology and we pursue the defense of the 
same liberties. As President Pompidou recalled in Iceland on the 
occasion of his recent meeting with President Nixon, “We have 
the same conceptions of life and of peace.” 

Today, the basic problem that remains for all of us is to 
build up a united world system. Otherwise we shall move 
towards a series of national or regional practices which, in turn, 
would take on an aggressive or a defensive aspect. 

We French would probably not be too much worried, at 
least at the beginning. We should be able to manage, as you 
say, thanks to our economic and financial structures. 

We have, thanks to our diversity, some resilience. 

Yet, it would be a dreadful blow for the free world, with 
disastrous political consequences. 

I believe, indeed, that Americans and French, Americans 
and Europeans, we are, we stay in the same boat, we have a 
common destiny, the same ideals to be preserved. Consequently, 
we must set in order our transatlantic relations in every field: 
defense, currency, economy, trade. 

To understand each other, to get together is a must. 

I do believe that the coming months, the coming years, are 
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rich with possibilities. We should not let them escape us. Let 
us then seize them. ‘Thank you.

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THE STAIRWAY OF THE CONSTITUTION 


It is believed that Bulfinch designed the stairway leading 
from the main floor of the Armory to Headquarters. The thir- 
teen steps have been memorialized by thirteen bronze tablets, 
each dedicated to one of the Thirteen Original States of the 
Union. The tablet on each riser, running from bottom to top, 
commemorates the order in which the first thirteen States rati- 
fied the Constitution. On Monday, 17 May 1937, the dedicatory 
exercises with respect to these thirteen bronze tablets took place 


and this memorial was officially designated “The Stairway of the 
Constitution”. 


; In May of 1968, the Company completed the memorial and 
installed the present day flags of the thirteen original states. 
The flag of the respective state is placed on each step. 


Dates of Ratification by States 
The Constitution was ratified by the thirteen original states 
in the following order:

RHODE ISLAND, 29 May, 1790 


The Continental Congress on 13 September, 1788, pro- 
claimed the ratification by nine states, and ordered the conven- 
ing of the new government on 4 March, 1789. 
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CAPTAIN ROBERT KEAYNE 


Captain Keayne was born in Windsor in 1595. He was ad- 
mitted a member of the HAC on 6 May 1623. Sailing for Amer- 
ica in 1635, he reached Boston, Massachusetts, in July and two 
years later was one of the organisers of the Ancient and Honor- 
able Artillery Company. When Governor Winthrop granted a 
charter on 18 March 1638, he was the first Captain. 


He died on 23 March 1656. His will, which was in his own 
handwriting, occupied 150 folios. As an illustration of its de- 
tail, one of his bequests may be quoted. He bequeathed “two 
heifers or cows to the Captain and Officers of the Ist Artillery 
Company to be kept as a stock constantly, and the increase or 
profit of these cows yearly to be laid out in powder and bullets”. 


FANEUIL HALL 


Boston Town Meetings in Faneuil Hall were so active, 
John Adams named it “The Cradle of Liberty.” Peter Faneuil 
gave this hall to Boston in 1742. Charles Bulfinch enlarged it 
in 1806. Respecting Faneuil’s wishes, Faneuil Hall has always 
had a market on the ground floor, and a free market for ideas 
on the floor above. The top floor houses the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company. 
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ACADEMIC CITATION 


John Anthony Volpe, native of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, son of hard-working immigrant parents, himself 
exemplifies the industry and honesty that mark the career of 
so many second-generation Americans who have contributed 
brilliantly to the growth and welfare of the United States of 
America. An organizer and able leader of men and women, he 
learned at an early age that a willingness to work was not 
enough, without an appropriate education, to achieve the high- 
est levels of acomplishment in his chosen field of endeavor. 
Majoring in architectural construction, he returned to complete 


his interrupted education, graduating from Boston’s Wentworth 
Institute in 1930. 


He established his own construction firm in 1933; but during 
World War II, he suspended operations and volunteered to serve 
with the Civil Engineer Corps of the United States Navy. Re- 
turning to his construction firm after the war, his building of 
schools, hospitals, and business structures soon earned for his 
company a reputation for excellence in construction. 


John Volpe’s career as a builder soon moved beyond steel 
and concrete. He entered public service in 1950 as Deputy 
aa of the Massachusetts Republican State Committee; in 
ce he received his first major public appointment as Massa- 
chusetts Commissioner of Public Works; and in 1956 he was 
=) ein by President Eisenhower as the nation’s first Federal 
ee Hes § Administrator, in which post he launched the inter- 
in 1960" — system. He was elected Governor of Massachusetts 
“ifter Ttk Tving a two-year term; was returned to office in 1964 
arter “osing a close election in 1962; and in 1966 was re-elected 
Governor for the first four-year term in Massachusetts history. 


Once again reaching beyond his service to Massachusetts, 
he was appointed by President Nixon to serve as the nation’s 
second Secretary of Transportation, being sworn in on January 
20, 1969 while serving his third term as Governor of Massachu- 
setts. Asa member of the Cabinet, he promoted a more balanced 
transportation system for the country and guided the Depart- 
ment of Transportation toward a new emphasis on environment. 
He created the post of Assistant Secretary for Environment and 
Urban Systems and made important decisions to prevent urban 
and environmental damage to such sites as Everglades National 
Park in Florida, the French Quarter in New Orleans, and Fran- 
conia Notch in New Hampshire, to mention a few of the more
